HE appointment by Gov. Elaine of J. Q. Emery as state dairy 
and food commissioner will meet with the approval of a 


large section of the people of Wisconsin. 


J. Q. Emery is well remembered in this state as a veteran 


in the pure food movement. 
In the old days when the food 


adulterators and quack manufacturers were doping the people 
of this state with their poisonous wares J. Q. Emery was a vigor- 
ous figure who stood on the principle that the health of the 
human being was more important than profits to food fakers. 
The question was one of the phases of the progressive move- 
ment in this state in which HUMAN rights were placed above 
MONEY. 


It is small wonder, then, that farm organizations, irrespec- 


tive of political affiliations, have requested Gov. Elaine to re- 
appoint Mr. Emery to his old place in the dairy and food depart- 
ment. It may be that opposition to his confirmation may come 
from sources that fear his vigorous enforcement of the law and 
from those who profit by a lax enforcement of the law.
